the peasants soon began to call 
them, assailed the herds of 
sheep and cattle grazing on the 
Alps. They appeared at the 
edge of the glaciers, roved in

He’s in 
Palm Beach.” Valedictory, Long Remember, 
Gentle Annie, Happy Land had long ago stamped 
MacKinlay Kantor as a writer with deep sym- 
pathy for the American scene.

The result: Glory 
For Me, published as a novel by Coward-McCann 
and circulated as the choice of the Literary 
Guild.

So Mr. Goldwyn 
had the telephone to his ear again, talking long 
distance to New York with@ulitzer Prizewinning 
Playwright Robert Emmet Sherwood (Idiot's

THE 1946 CAMPAIGN 


After a remarkably slow start the 1946 election 
campaign was getting into high gear last week. 
Out on the hustings were 100 candidates for the 
Senate, 900 for House of Representatives, untold 
hundreds running for state jobs ranging from gov- 
ernor to county jailer. All summer long, while the 
nation’s postwar problems took shape and its po- 
litical temper went through unfathomable chang- 
es, the candidates had remained strangely silent. 


Now, ready or not, they were forced to speak up. 

With elections three weeks away, all political 
observers (including Democrats speaking in pri- 
vate) agreed that this was a Republican year. In 
some places, as a matter of fact, the Republicans 
were suffering from too much success. Califor- 
nia’s Republican Senator William F. Knowland 
(above), campaigning for re-election, had counted 
on the vote-getting magic of Governor Earl War-

ren to help him. But Governor Warren pulled the 
amazing feat of winning both the Republican and 
Democratic primaries last June and, thus assured 
of re-election, did not bother to campaign at all.

Enough 
to take even the Senate? Enough to pave the way 
for a victory in 1948's presidential election? For 
some straws in the wind, see the next six pages.

THE BATTLEGROUND 


G.0.P. bid for control of Congress 
depends on 85 districts, 13 states 


The biggest stake in the Nov. 5 election is control of the 
next Congress. To Democrats, who have had things their 
own way in both houses since 1932, control of Congress 
means continuity of power and all the advantages of 
the “in” party, To Republicans it means a chance to 
take a positive hand in national policy and to prepare 
a political offensive which might lead to a presidential 
victory in 1948. In the last half century no adminis- 
tration which has lost control of Congress in an off-year 
election has ever come back to retain the presidency 
two years later. 

In the fight for the House the districts shown in gray 
on the map at right will determine the result. Eighteen 
of the crucial House seats are now held by Republicans 
who may be upset by Democrats. The other 67 are held 
by Democrats who hard campaign against rising 
Republican opposition. There may be unexpected shifts 
one way or another in other places, in line with the tradi- 
predictability of the man alone with his God in 
the polling booth. But the national political pattern for 
the next two years will be determined largely by wheth- 
er the Republicans, who now hold 192 House seats to 
the Democrats’ 241, can win f the crucial 85. 

Many of the districts are in big cities or predominant- 
ly urban areas, where the New Deal, with its labor al- 
liances and the left-wing appeal of men like S 
Claude Pepper, has found its greatest voting strength. 
‘The Republicans already have a strong hold on the rural 
vote in most states outside the Solid South, and their 
success this year and in 1948 will depend chiefly on how 
many urban voters they can win over. Democrats have 
been enc ed by large registrations in New York, 
Philadelphia, Detroit, Pittsburgh and C) land. But 
there is no assurance in a turbulent political year like 
this, which has seen the Gallup Poll swing from 75 
in favor of OPA to 53% against, that the city dweller’s 
heart still belongs to the Democrats. 

In the Senate only 17 places are at all likely to 
change hands this year and the Republicans must pick 
up 9 for a majority. The party is sure to beat Dem 
tic incumbents in Ohio and Pennsylvania and has a good 
chance to gain a seat in W . But it may lose a 
seat in Kentucky, which to the Solid South, 
Thus the result seems to depend on whether Senator 
Knowland can win re-election in California and whether 
Republicans can take away Democratic seats in Massa- 
chusetts, New York, Delaware, Maryland, West V i 
Missouri, Montana, Wyoming, New Mexico, Nevada, 
Idaho and Washington: Since most of these 13 
are considered close, the mathematical odds are ag 
the Republicans’ winning enough of them. 

In today’s political ferment, however, mathematical 
odds may be a hazardous criterion. The New Deal which 
garnered the labor and independent vote in the ’30s has 
fallen apart; some of the old stalwarts like Wallace and 
Ickes are now among the severest critics of Administra- 
tion policies. The Democrats are still officially the party 
of government controls, which have lost face during 
the meat famine, and a pro-union policy, which lost pop- 
ularity during this year’s strikes. Harry Truman has let 
popularity slip through his fingers. When San Francis- 
co audiences at the political play State of the Union were 
asked to name their preferences for President in recent 
weeks, Mr. Truman came out 10th, The Administration's 
foreign policy, brightest spot in its record to date, has 
alienated the busy left-wing partisans who proved the 
world’s best ward heelers in recent elections. All in all, 
with the Democrats in deep trouble, anything can happen.

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EDITORIAL 


THE AMERICAN WOMAN 


SINCE SHE IS CLEVER AND BEAUTIFUL, WHY CAN'T SHE ALSO BE POLITICALLY EFFECTIVE? 


Of course we do not expect to utter the last 
word, Women, especially American women, 
are a big subject, and everybody has ideas and 
is willing to voice them at the drop of a hand- 
kerchief. The American girl is very pretty, and 
smart too. As the ads say, she has both glamour 
and brains. No one could claim that LIFE’s 
editors are unappreciative of her charms in a 
bathing suit or her achievements in the arts, 
business and sports. Yet the fact is that, de- 
spite the marked degree of freedom she has won 
in comparison with many foreign women, the 
American woman is not yet entirely emanci- 
pated. She is still not a full partner in the na- 
tional scheme of things. The immense and pos- 
itive power that women should exert is still not 
effectively applied over the full social and po- 
litical are. 


Politics 


For instance, if they set their energies to it, 
women could easily outvote the men next 
month. A whole generation of women has 
grown up in the 26 years since adoption of 
woman suffrage, and these together with their 
older sisters and mothers now outnumber the 
men by more than a million. This is interesting 
arithmetic because it is something rather new. 
Only six years ago women of voting age out- 
numbered the men by just 73,000. Two years 
ago the lead jumped to 730,000. This year 
women should have a plurality of about 1,172,- 
000. And the Census Bureau forecasts women 
will have the numerical lead from now on. 

From this you might suppose that women 
would fill about half the seats in the nominating 
conventions, even have a fair share of the 
chairs in the smoke-filled rooms, and that their 
names would roughly balance with those of 
men on the tickets. Instead of that, women are 
lucky if they get a few committee memberships, 
and the usual gesture made toward them by the 
parties is to include on the ticket some male 
with curly hair or a vibrant radio voice. 

The fact of the matter is that women no long- 
er need to direct the course of state from a bou- 
doir. Yet instead of resenting the way they are 
patronized or feeling challenged by the oppor- 
tunity of their new and legitimate power, wom- 
en in general show a surprising lack of interest 
in it. Back in 1903, Bernard Shaw said flatly, 
“Give women the vote, and in five years there 
will be a crushing tax on bachelors.” The amaz- 
ing inaccuracy of this prediction was not that it 
was illogical, but that women failed to show 
normal political gumption. Even now those 
women who do take politics seriously tend to 
vary from the political as well as from the femi- 
nine norm. On the one hand they are extrem- 
ists who work intensely at some good cause, 
such as world government; on the other they 
are the discussion-group ineffectuals of the type 
patented by Helen Hokinson. It has been noted 
that many leading suffragettes had fathers who 
were abolitionists. The emancipation of women 
was in their minds the same kind of cause as the 
freeing of the slaves and involved not only ideal- 
ism but a highly personal emotion. This origin 
of woman suffrage has left its stamp on women’s 
political behavior to the present day. 

Yet where, women have won office, the re- 
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sults are generally good. When aroused, women 
have spearheaded admirable political cleanups. 
They played a leading part in sweeping out the 
remnants of the Long machine in New Orleans, 
and the fact that Cambridge, Mass. has a city 
manager is largely due to the League of Women 
Voters. These illustrations are significant main- 
ly because they are too few. * 

Eleanor Roosevelt said the other night that 
women, “by nature the conservators,” have a 
special concern for peace. Although their con- 
cern is surely no greater than men’s, let us take 
her remark at face value. Peace is certainly one 
of the prime political subjects of 1946. The other 
is meat. One might logically expect women to 
be leading this year’s political discussions, ad- 
vancing the ideas. Why aren’t they? 


Women’s Lot 


Partly, of course, it’s the women’s own fault; 
partly it may be biology’s fault. As the fine old 
cliché has it, “Every woman’s life is a social 
problem.” Every wife, mired in the complexi- 
ties of home and children and hemmed by the 
gaunt walls of budgets, knows this is true. 

On the surface it reduces to that old Sunday 
supplement question: “Is Woman’s Place in 
the Home?” That has been kicked around since 
some Cro-Magnon wife first peered out at the 
chill and forbidding dawn and decided not to 
run with the pack that day but to tend Junior 
instead. It is highly possible that the progress 
of man, such as it has been, dates from that di- 
vision of labor. In any event, unless the atom 
fools us, we are not likely to return to precave 
social patterns. 

Nor are we likely to return to those Victorian 
times when the position of the urban American 
woman was buttressed with cooks, upstairs and 
downstairs maids and a readiness to swoon at 
sight of a mouse. American women wearied of 
that confining pedestal and largely through 
their own efforts, from flapper to bobby-soxer, 
have risen by climbing down. Women have 
made sensible progress in the last few years in 
obliterating that once sharp line between those 
who wore flat heels and had a purpose in life 
and those who took the names of perfumes 
seriously. 

Yes, women have done much for themselves, 
but now circumstances outside themselves may 
do more. The same census figures that show 
women now outnumber men as voters also dis- 
close the historically vital fact that American 
women are no longer a commodity in short sup- 
ply. More women than heretofore will choose 
careers and will have time for public service, 
simply because in a monogamous society there 
are just not enough males to go around. 

This statistical fact also happens to corre- 
spond with the circumstance that a sizable per- 
centage of the country’s marriageable men have 
recently returned from climes where they made 
first-hand studies of societies that have had a 
preponderance of females for some time. Judg- 
ing from the rash of magazine articles with such 
titles as, “Do American Men Like Women?” or 
“The American Woman? Not for This GI” 
some thoughts were stirred. 

But American boys might fairly consider the 
contribution to that sort of life which the Euro- 


pean man has made. For if the European wom- 
an has, as the boys report, developed the art of 
helping men get a little more fun out of life, the 
European man, in return, participates much 
more fully in her social ambitions and cultural 
activities. He is not so absorbed in business 
that he comes home a wrung-out rag every 
night. At parties he can do better than tank up 
on oyerstrong liquor and spout club-car stories. 
There has developed a type of companionship 
that is all too rarely found in the American 
marriage. 

‘A few years ago Mrs. Chase Going Wood- 
house asked 250 happy American couples why 
they were happy. Both men and women gave as 
their first answer the fact they had found com- 

nionship. In America boys and girls go from 

indergarten through collage as intellectual 
equals. They hold class offices as equals. They 
are comrades in dozens of enterprises that have 
little relationship to housewifery and babies. 
Yet an amazing number of marriages—40% and 
rising—end in a failure to find companionship. 
This is a subject that can lead all around Robin 
Hood's barn, yet part of the answer must lie in 
the way that Americans divide up their spheres 
of interest too sharply after marriage. Another 
part, too, is that despite ourstreamlined kitchens, 
American women just don’t have time to be com- 
panions or to participate in public activities. 


Woman’s World 


Since the majority of American women will 
continue to marry and have babies, some means 
must be found to open the door to a fuller life. 
In the servantless society that has come upon 
us, we frequently read of plans for corporations 
to do housecleaning on a mass-production, com- 
munity-wide basis. Yet such facilities do not 
materialize, or at least do not on sufficient scale. 

Meanwhile Dagwood has to help more ami- 
ably with the dishes, which is okay, There may 
even bea trend toward more male interest in the 


ing, the 
American woman still needs politicizing, and 
perhaps she has even further to go than her 
husband. Our urban industrial society, which 
rests on a division of labor, even tends to freeze 
women in their subservient social role. This 
very danger makes political equality the essen- 
tial means to their final emancipation. For poli- 
tics, in a democracy with weak social traditions, 
shapes our customs and manners, as well as our 
Jaws. So if ours is to be a whole and healthy 
civilization, our politics needs the feminine 
touch. It needs our womanpower.

THE FIGHT FOR GERMANY 


A distinguished theologian declares America must prevent the conquest 


of Germany and Western Europe by the unscrupulous Soviet tyranny 
by REINHOLD NIEBUHR 


Henry Wallace’s school of thought in do- 
mestic politics, I should like to challenge 
Wallace’s foreign politics, as expressed in his re- 
cent attack of Secretary Byrnes’s policy toward 
Russia. I would have thought it wrong in any 
event, but I had the advantage of recognizing its 
errors with particular vividness because I was in 
Berlin when it was made, I saw the uses which 
Soviet propaganda made of it and the disappoint- 
ment and dismay it spread among democratic 
forces in Europe and in Germany. They had just 
been tremendously heartened by Secretary 
Byrnes’s address in Stuttgart, which I had the 
pleasure of hearing. Europe's democratic forces 
are behind Byrnes and not Wallace. The con- 
fusion in American liberalism, of which the Wal- 
lace speech is the symbol, must be regarded as 
catastrophicin the light of the European realities. 
The Byrnes address at Stuttgart won the sup- 
port of everyone except the Communists. He 
gave democratic Germans the welcome assur- 


AS one who belongs, broadly speaking, to 


ance that America would take a continuing re- 
sponsibility in the affairs of Europe. The policy 
he propounded is regarded by Europeans as the 
only real guarantee of security against Soviet ex- 
pansion and the only final security against war. 
For it is in resistance to Soviet expansion that 
all noncommunist Europeans, whether of left 
or right, see the only real hope of peace. It is 
significant that the Socialist party in Germany 
distributed Byrnes’s speech in pamphlet form. 

There is an effective criticism of our policy

“the tragic aspects of human existence” 


in Germany and on the continent which lib- 
erals could well make and which I shall make 
presently. But the Wallace line of criticism is 
dangerous because it is based upon illusions 
similar to those held by the conservatives of an- 
other decade in regard to Nazism. It involves us 
in the same fateful procedure: that of hastening 
war by a too desperate effort to avoid it. Rus- 
sian truculence cannot be mitigated by further 
concessions. Russia hopes to conquer the whole 
of Europe strategically and ideologically. She 
knows herself to be technically inferior to the 
Western World and hopes to overcome this in- 
feriority partly by geographic compensations 
and partly by exploiting the technical skill of 
the European continent. One need only follow 
the Russian press campaign in Germany, as I 
have done in recent weeks, to know that Russian 
policy is much too hard-boiled and determined 
and has too many prospects of success to be di- 
verted by softness on our part.One ofits prospects 
of success arises precisely from those illusions

Wallace believes that Russian fears are prompted primarily by 
our own strategic preparations for a possible conflict. It would b 
idle to deny that the Russian-Western tension, like all such ten- 
sions, generates a vicious circle of mutual mistrust in which the 
defensive strategy of each side seems to be purely offensive from 
thestandpoint of the other and thus prompts counterdefensive meas- 
ures. It may even be true that at the end of the war we made some 
mistakes which set Russia upon her present course. I am increas- 
ingly forced to doubt this latter thesis, however, because evidence 
accumulates that Russia was excessively suspicious during the war, 
even while we were rendering her maximum aid, and that some of 
the rather too generous concessions which Roosevelt made were 
prompted by the hope of allaying those fears. The hope proved 
illusory. We withdrew our armies, for instance, to allow the Rus- 
sians to occupy a wide zone, completely surrounding Berlin. The 
Russians have since pulled up all double railroad tracks between 
Berlin and our zone to make our occupation of Berlin as difficult as 
possible through the inconveniences of a single-track road. Con- 
fronted with this kind of politics there is no possible strategy which 
can absolutely guarantee peace. But there is certainly no hope in 
apolicy which assumes that Russian truculence is merely the con- 
sequence of fears aroused by our defensive measures. 

“The eracial fact about Russian policy is that her fears spring 
only partly from her sense of technical inferiority. They spring 
from the insecurity of the tyranni which rules 

‘ussia and which must, like all such tyrannies, pliarpea the conflict 
of its nation with the world in order to make its oppression seem 
sufferable to its victims. That all is not well with the Russian dic- 
tatorship may be seen from the recent purges in the Ukraine in 
which 60% of Communist officials were removed from office. 

Many of us, even though we had few illusions about Russia, 
made the mistake of underestimating the dynamism of the Ru: 
sian system. We believed that, having a wider geographic base 
than Nazism, the Russian system could afford a more static policy 
and ultimately find security in the wide belt of eastern Europe as- 
signed to it. A trip through Europe, which brought me to the very 
boundary which separates Russia from the west at both Berlin 
and the Czech border, has convinced me that the Russians are not, 
and will not be, satisfied with any system of eastern European de- 
fenses but are seeking to extend their power over the whole of 
Europe. 


Russian strategy at work 


TS Russian strategy can be seen at work on many fronts. In 
Austria the Russians claim 50% of all Austrian industry. In 
Paris they fight for an arrangement which will allow Yugoslavia to 
dominate Trieste. In Berlin they carry on a continued press cam- 
paign against the Western World but ban our newspapers from 
their sector if they contain the slightest criti of Soviet policy. 
They control the University of Berlin because it is in their sector 
and impose rigid pclitical tests upon the student body, but they 
also control the scuools of all sectors through the domination of 
the Berlin Magistrate, established before our entrance. Thus far it 
has been impossible to eliminate their Communist textbooks from 


the western sectors, They always appeal to the Potsdam accord 
when it serves their ends and violate it when it suits their purposes. 
Their officers travel in our zone, marking factory equipment for 
dismantlement and shipment to Russia. But what they doi in their 
zone is shrouded in mystery and there is some evidence that they 
are setting this equipment up, not in Russia but in Russian Ger- 
many. With millions of troops spread through the whole of eastern 
Europe, they are now engaged in a press campaign against Western 
armies of occupation. On every level of policy, in short, the Rus- 
sian pressure is insistent and consistent. 

In seeking to gain one concession after another from us, Russia 
hopes to profit by the well-known reluctance of democracies to risk 
war and the equally well-known ability of dictatorships to do so or 
at least to appear to be running the risk. Such a policy usually has 
a short-range advantage for the dictatorships. But it ultimately 
leads to war. The concessions, which the democracies make, pile 
up fears and resentments among even a reluctant population until 
the moment is reached when even democracies are forced to make 
a stand, Meanwhile the same concessions increase the boldness 
and the strength of the dictatorship until a point is reached when 
it thinks it can wage a successful war. The Russians are the more 
liable to overestimate their strength at some point because they 
underestimate the residual health of the democratic- capitalist 
world in much the same fashion as Hitler did, being fooled as he 
was by their own propaganda and the inability of a dictator's min- 
ions to tell him the truth, The point of explosion in Europe would 
be reached when Russian power came within proximate domination 
of the continent. At that point the instincts of survival in the West 
would prompt decisive action and a joining of the issue. The way 
to avoid war is not to allow this expansion. This is why the Amer- 
ican public should, and generally does, support Secretary Byrnes’s 
increasing firmness and why the whole of noncommunist Europe 
is heartened by it. 


Problem of Germany is crucial 


HERE is nevertheless a serious shortcoming in our European 

policy toward which liberal opinion can and should be directed. 
Mere strategic firmness is not enough. It does not suffice to coun- 
ter Russian policy, which uses political, ideological and economic 
weapons in skillful coordination, In addition to political firmness 
we need an economic strategy. This need is most obvious in the 
case of Germany, a nation which our policy thus far, partly be- 
cause of a mistaken reverence for the letter of the Potsdam agree- 
ment, has permitted to become an economic shambles and morass 
of wholly unnecessary human misery. 

Russia recognized the crucial character of the German question 
long before we did. Though it was she who had insisted most upon 
the quadripartite occupation of Germany and who had also refused 
to cooperate in achieving the economic unity of the German coun- 
try which was to make this partition economically feasible, Molotov 
has since promised the ultimate political unity of the nation, a ges- 
ture used Ny Communist propaganda to hide the real situation. No 
one close to the situation seriously believes that Russia intends to 
let go of her part of Germany. Why should she? She has an excel- 
lent plan for conquering the whole of Germany ideologically from 
the vantage point of the part she dominates by occupation. She 
has a better chance of doing that in a divided Germany than in a 
united one. As a divided Germany sinks into economic miser} 
Russia hopes to conquer her ideologically by attributing this mis- 
ery to capitalistic exploitation. 

But the Russian ideological conquest has not quite gone accord- 
ing to plan. It has been frustrated, not by the might or wisdom of 
the Western powers but by the German people. The best proof of 
this is their rejection of the Socialist Unity party (S.E.D.) which 
was to be the instrument of Russia’s ideological domination, not 
only of Germany but of the continent. The party was created 
by the forced merger of the Communist and Socialist parties in the 
Russian zone. In every Western zone the Socialists refused to 
be merged and in Berlin the Socialist resistance to the merger 
reached heroic proportions. For there the Socialists who opposed 
were in peril of life and liberty, even if they lived in a non-Russian 
sector. They were, moreover, never quite sure whether our occu- 
pation of Berlin would remain tenable and whether they might 
not therefore be subject to Russian reprisals. 

The fact is that Russian terror has made Communism odious in 
Germany and in Europe. American liberals may speak of any cat- 
alog of this terror as “red baiting,” but the people of Germany 
know better out of bitter experience. I had person after person out 
of the Russian zone visit me in Berlin and tell me their story. It is 
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the old sad story of espionage, the use of spies in organizations of 
every kind, of justice by fiat, of promises and threats and every 
form of pressure to win conformity to the Socialist Unity-party, 
While the Socialists of Germany have been the spear point of 
the opposition to Communism (thus refuting those American con- 
servatives who profess to find no difference between the two forms 
of Marxism), another significant political development has taken 
place. Catholics and Protestants fave united in a politieal party, 
numerically stronger than the Socialists and usually called the 
Christian Democratic Union. This party is neither an instrument 
of reaction as our liberals assume, nor the organ of Christian so- 
cialism, as believed by some casual observers. It is in fact a catch- 
all party, analogous to the French M.R.P. with the difference that 
it is the first large-scale political cooperative effort between Pro- 
testants and Catholics in Europe. It has a left, consisting of Chris- 
tian socialists, who disavow Marxist utopianism but believe in so- 
cializing monopolies, and a right consisting of various forms of 
economic and clerical conservatism. It is held together by the com- 
mon desire to preserve the “Christian West.” It may ultimately 
split on economic issues, once there is a real economy in Germany. 
jut its convictions about Communism are common, as indeed they 
are shared with the Socialists. In the western zones these two par- 
ties claim 75% to 80% of the votes and the Communists about 
10%. That is the measure of the German rejection of Communism, 
amuch more complete rejection than in France for instance. Even 
in the Russian zone every chicane which a dictatorship practices 
could not gain more than 60% of the votes for the Russian con- 
trolled party. “The rigor of our fight against Communism,” said a 
heroic anti-Nazi to me, “must be our penance for having allowed 
the Nazi tyranny to arise. But I hope we get some support from the 
West. Or do the democracies believe that a proper punishment for 
permitting one tyranny to arise is to subject us to another?” 


Better economic thinking needed 


F we do not understand both the spiritual and politico-economic 
I dimensions of these political movements we will lose the battle 
in Germany. The fact is that had Russian terror not so completely 
discredited Communism, our stupidities would long since have dis- 
credited democracy. For example, in Bavaria the socialists and 
Christian Democrats united in asking for the provision of a plan- 
ninz commission in their new constitution, Our military govern- 
ment ruled it out on the ground that it was incompatible with de- 
mocracy. idst the awful shambles of the German cities such 
notions of “free enterprise” are as irrelevant as Communism is 
noxious. It was a very conservative Bavarian who wailed, “How 
do Americans expect us to rebuild these cities without planning?” 

With small help from us the Germans have encompassed the 
provisional defeat of Russia’s ideological ambitions. But these 
gains cannot be held without a clear-cut and creative economic 
policy on our part. The whole of Germany exists in a fantastic 
scarcity economy. It lacks the industrial exports to pay for the 
food which must be imported to feed its industrial populations. It 
lives in a “cigaret” economy in which a carton of cigarets may 
achieve the value of $500, the ultimate consumer of the cigarets 
being either a black-marketeer or the farmer who can buy no con- 
sumer goods for his produce and thus indulges in an expensive 
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habit. The economic union with the British zone will bring only 
small relief because the British zone has a larger food deficit than 
ours and the whole German economy languishes for lack of coal 
mined in the British zone. The miners in the Ruhr are too hun- 
gry and fatigued to achieve more than fractional working efficiency. 

‘Secretary Byrnes held out the hope in his Stuttgart address that 
the ultimate economic unity of Germany, as provided in the Pots- 
dam agreement, would bring relief from this misery. But it is pre- 
cisely at this point that our strategy breaks down, Germany is not 
going to be reunited economically, despite Potsdam. Russia will 
not permit it so long as she has hopes of conquering Germany 
ideologically through 1 the economic misery created or accentuated 
by this disunity. 

Secretary Byrnes hinted that if the economic unity envisaged at 
Potsdam were not achieved, we would have to re-examine our 
whole position, including our policy on reparations. It is now high 
time to elaborate these hints into a clear policy of economic re- 
construction. It is on this point that democratic opinion in Amer- 
ca must take hold. It might be added in passing that Germany 
will be for a long while under tutelage and that therefore the fea 
that a revived economy would mean the development of war po- 
tential are absurd. Such fears represent another form of “liberal- 
ism” which has sown confusion into our foreign policy. 

The first step in a creative economic policy must be simply to 
reoper the ordinary channels of trade between Germany and the 
West. The Trading with the Enemy Act may or may not have to 
be repealed, but the present almost fantastic restrictions upon 
trade must be eliminated. This step would incidentally be a boon 
to other Western European nations. Dutch recovery is arrested, 
for instance, because Rotterdam’s trade depends upon the 
nomic health of the Rhine hinterland. A policy of trade revival 
could be initiated without organizing Mr. Churchill’s proposed 
European federation, an unnecessarily provocative step at the 
present st 


Reconstruction and credit 


E may have to do some pump priming. Some assistance must 
be givenin the reconstruction of German industry, and we will 
have to make larger food shipments on credit for a time or hunger 
will vitiate the manpower required for the industrial recovery. In 
the long run this would cost us less than the food we are bound to 
import into Germany on a charitable basis once our conscience is 
aroused by the diseases of malnutrition which are bound to spread 
in the present situation. Some“df our welfare officers, for instanc 
estimate that it would cost $20,000,000 alone to provide a supple- 
mentary school meal for the children of our zone alone for a per- 
iod of eight months. They do not expect to secure such a sum, but 
they are sure that without it the health of the children of Ger- 
be permanently impaired. A little more justice now 
ite the necessity of charity later. 
Not only the Communists but all the fellow travelers and man 
misguided liberals will protest against such a program. They will 
regard it as provocative and as leading to war. But if the real threat 
of war with Russia is understood it will become apparent to all but 
the willfully blind that there is no hope of peace in a policy which 
into thie handa of Russia's idenlogieal eiatesy. The program 
y also be a target for some American conservatives who do not 
understand that the American identification of democracy with 
free enterprise is a luxury which Europe cannot afford. There is no 
of saving freedom in Europe except by the support of 
ical forces which stand to the left of American liberal thought. 
Many honest liberals will oppose this policy because they will be 
afraid that it will dissipate the political capital which we have in- 
vested in the United Nations. They must ask themselves whether 
they are not really more afraid of dissipating their own emotional 
capital, which they have invested there. Significant decisions of 
policy are obviously not being made through the United Nations. 
Nothing must be done, of course, to destroy this organ. It must 
continue to function, so far as it may, as a minimal bridge over a 
wide chasm. It will have its uses, but it obviously does not have the 
power to prevent war, since all of its functions preeneeose a 
unanimity among the great powers, the lack of which is the very 
crux of the present situation. Liberals who propose to rectify the 
defects of the United Nations by inventing purer constitutional 
instruments, including the idea of a world government, might as 
well dream up the purest utopia. Such schemes will have no rele- 
vance to the present situation. However, a policy of strategic firm- 
ness and affirmative economic reconstruction for Western Europe 
might well be supplemented by a policy toward the present Russian 
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sphere which recognizes where the limits of our power are, and 
makes no demands in words that cannot be carried out short of 
war. 

All this may appear to be a rather hard-boiled analysis from one 
who is a Christian theologian and a liberal in political conviction. 
Tt may seem incompatible with either creed or calling. But it has 
been the unfortunate weakness of both liberalism and liberal Chris- 
tianity that they have easily degenerated into sentimentality by re- 
fusing to contemplate the tragic aspects of human existence hae 
estly. It is a very tragic thing to wade through blood and spend the 
treasures of a generation in order to overcome one tyranny and 
then be faced with another, It is tragic that there is no possibility 
of guaranteeing the peace of the world in the next decades, But this 
being it is better to face the facts and to avoid the mistakes 
made in confronting the last tyranny. In this policy there is some 
hope of pea 

From an ideal standpoint one might wish that the cause we must 
once more defend were not so filled with contradictions to its own 
professed faiths or faith. We are not really good enough for this 
struggle, and I can well imagine that such scruples may be at the 
basis of the motives of men like Wallace. No culture or civilization 
is as good as it pretends. But such scruples cannot create an ade- 
quate foreign policy when confronting a foe who exploits every 
gesture of pure trust by new demands. 

We do face once more the distinction between relative justice 
and tyranny. Our tyrannical opponent is as unscrupulous as tyran- 
nies always are. [ am sure that there were once more creative ele- 
ments in Communism than in Nazism. It did not, as Nazism, en- 
gage in the cynical and idolatrous worship of force and a master 
race as ends in themselves. It was, on the contrary, utopian, hoping 
to get rid of force by one final show of revolutionary force acd 
holding to universalist, rather than nationalist, interpretations of 
life. But the actual tyranny which has emerged and the fanatic 
fury which has been’ generated by these illusions are, unfortu- 
nately, not distinguishable from the practices derived from the 
purer paganism and cynicism. Furthermore the absence of a race 
theory gives this new tyranny an advantage over the old one in 
bringing nations under its subjection. 

Since this new tyranny is not only unscrupulous but possesses 
the guile to exploit our moral and political weaknesses, it must be 
the business of a genuine liberalism not to relax our outer defenses 
but to make our political and economic life more worthy of our 
faith and therefore more impregnable. War with Russia is neither 
imminent nor inevitable if we have a creative policy. Let us there- 
fore avoid hysteria even while we abjure sentimental illusions.

HERE ENGLISH RULERS HAVE LIVED FOR 900 YEARS 


Like the stout covers of a history book, the thick gray walls of Windsor 
Castle enclose nine centuries of royal English lore, For some 900 years an 
unbroken line of English kings and queens have made the castle their full 
or part-time home. Probably no other castle in the world has sheltered so 
many sovereigns for so long. 

‘The castle is 22 miles west of Londog between the Thames River, whose 
stream is partly visible beyond the castle in the picture above, and Wind- 
sor, the town celebrated by Shakespeare in his Merry Wives. Off to the 
left in the picture are “the playing fields of Eton.” Four miles to the right is 
Runnymede where the Magna Carta was signed in 1215. King John wanted 
to sign it in the castle, but his rebellious barons, fearing treachery, would 
sign only on the open Berkshire plain beside the Thames. 

"According to legend, King Arthur and his knights gathered around the 
Round Table within a few miles of Windsor. In 1070, four years after the 
Battle of Hastings, William the Conqueror built a moated fortress at Wind- 
sor, possibly on the present castle's site. Three centuries later Edward III 
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built the massive round tower, tearing down much of the remains of the 
fortress he found there. A steady procession of immortal Englishmen lived 
and loved, dined and died at Windsor. Henry VIII, George III, William 
IV, Edward VII lie buried there. In 1390 a clerk named Geoffrey Chaucer 
came to work in the castle, While standing by a castle window, Anne Bo- 
leyn first caught the hungry eye of Henry VIII. Good Queen Bess took 
her afternoon walks not far from where, less than three centuries later, 
Queen Victoria watched her beloved consort Albert shave. Almost acentury 
later her great-grandson, Edward VIII, broadcast his anguished abdication 
from the same castle. 

Following a custom begun by Queen Victoria, the present royal family 
lives mostly in London at Buckingham Palace, reconstructed in 1836. But 
they visit Windsor often, especially during Ascot Race Week in June. 
They occupy the sumptuous suite in. which Victoria lived and which has 
since been redecorated by Queen Mary, the present Queen Mother. On the 
pages that follow, LIFE presents rare color photographs of the royal suite.

There really was a terrible shortage. Conditions actually got so 
bad that things like this happened. A Navy flier was trying on a 
brown suit. Hardly any alteration was needed on the coat and the 
ensign seemed thoroughly satisfied with the way the pants fit. But 
the clerk said, “Don't you think the trousers are a little large 
around the seat?” and the tail gunner stuck his head out and said, 
“Mind your own business. I need room too. 
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AS soon as V-J Day turned into yesterday, everybody started 
talking about what nobody has yet called N-Day—that certain 
day when we were all suddenly and miraculously supposed to be 
“back to normal.” 

Inall our postwar travels we were always finding different groups 
of people fighting for what they called “normal.” Normal being 
what they wanted. They didn’t see anything unusual in that. But 
the group they were fighting always called them a pressure group. 
One Navy nurse I first met in Honolulu and talked to again in Des 
Moines told me her only beef about all the pressure groups was 
that there were so many of them a housewife still couldn't walk 
into a store and buy a pressure cooker.

It took women 
a long time to become emancipated from the icebox and the nuis- 
ance of that steady drip on the back porch. Then came the electric 
refrigerator and those long lonesome mornings. Now with the deep 
freeze, everything is back to normal.

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tical. After looking for an apartment for a few days, he decided to 
face facts. So he nailed his medals together, had a roof put on and 
moved in. He papered the walls with his campaign ribbons. 

Of course just any place won't do for a lot of these men. They 
have very definite ideas of what they want and really need to be 
comfortable. And they certainly deserve to be comfortable after 
what they went through. So until they find what suits them per- 
fectly, they keep searching. A kid who lives near me in North 
Hollywood, who was a ball-turret gunner for three years, couldn’t 
find what he wanted until someone was kind enough to rent him 
his goldfish bowl. 

Actually, T guess Hollywood. is really trying to do something 
about the housing shortage. There’s the Rodger Young Village of 
Quonset Huts, and, besides that, Hollywood is the only place 
where people who live in trees have a “share-the-limb” plan. 

Although, when we played Tacoma, Marine Sergeant Jimmy 
Sames showed us 30 or 40 brand-new homes, all beautifully painted 
green to match the lumber they were made of. Jimmy admitted the 
lumber he put into his houses was green. But he said he played 
fair with the people. He gave them each a brand-new set of pruning 
shears. 

One GI said he was tickled to death that his three-room bunga- 
low was built of green lumber. In one year it grew into a 10-room 
boarding house and bore four prefabricated garages at harvest time. 
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Bu the prefabricated houses are really cute. I saw a lot of 
different kinds. They come in several styles. Some even look 
like houses. They can be put up in anywhere from two to ten hours 
by three strong men and brought down in anywhere from five to 
ten seconds by one strong wind. Somewhere along our route I saw 
an ad for a prefab house that said, “Anyone who can change a tire 
can put up this house.” That didn’t sound like a house. It sounded 
more like a flat. 

But if prefabs are the answer to how to scrap the no-vacancy 
signs, I'm for them. I sleep so much better indoors. 

And the situation is so bad it’s beginning to affect the farms. 
People are going farther and farther to find a place to live. Last 
Halloween most of the smart farmers hid out in the back with their 
shotguns. They weren't so much afraid some kid would overturn 
the little house; they were afraid some family might move in, 
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BS in May 1946, I walked into a restaurant in San Fran- 
cisco, picked up a menu and saw “Broiled halibut . . . $7.50.” 
I knew the price of living was going up, but that was more inflation 
than we had even in Hollywood; so I called the maitre d’, pointed 
to the price of halibut, and said, “How about this?” 

He shrugged his shoulders and answered, “What can we do?
